CALIFORNIA NUTS. 
Seeking a market RB the very home 

of eastern Importers of foreign wal- 


walnuts has left the local packinpg- 
house for New York, on brokers’ br- 
ders. The nuts are extra fancy soft 
shells. They are large-sized and well 
filled with white meat of excellent 
flavor. They will go into market side 
by side with the French and Italian 
nuts. There is a great demand for 
the fresh California nuts, as the for- 
eign product cannot come up to the 
California product. The Grenoble 
nuts in the New York market were 
second choice, and these nuts were 
considered to be a fine product and 
it takes the best home-grown nuts to 
beat them. Local nuts are bleached 
by a 5 per cent. salt solution, five 
pounds of salt and 100 pounds of 
water. The salt is decomposed by 
electricity, which releases the chlo- 
rine. The nuts are dipped into this 
solution by means of a revolving 
wheel, which issues with them from 
the bath and dumps them into a cov- 
ered receptacle, to prevent escape of 
fumes. The nuts are then conveyed 
by machinery to trays to dry, after 
which they are sacked and shipped. 
The revolving wheel-dip is the only 
one used in the world. There is no 
patent on the salt solution, and the 
growers pay no royalty for its use. 
The old chlorine process, upon which 
a San Jose firm claimed a patent and 
sued growers for royalty, has been

UNHAPPY RUSSIA. 

Stan expibits the railroad ticket as 
a souvenir, which he saved by leav- 
ing the train and walking part of the 
distance, and explains as the reason 
for the indifference of the Russian 
officiais that the country is overrun 
with men released from prison, and, 
being unable to secure work. turn 
road agents. The officials, he says, 
seem well satisfied to have them 
killed, and on his way through Siberia 
he found twelve skeletons, supposedly 
of murdered brigands. At three dif- 
ferent times he was attacked, When 
he had to use his revolver; at other 
times he managed to conceal himself. 

On his way through Manchuria he 
also encountered large bands of brig- 
ands who rode on horses, and saved 
himself by lying down and covering 
himself with grass or by crawling into 
culverts along the railroad, which he 
usually followed as being the safest 
route. In China, he says, he followed 
the coast, and, though he had more 
or lees trouble with the natives in 
the outlying districts, who threatened 
him with personal injury, he succeeded 
in getting through. In different parts 
of the empire he was given an escort 
of a Chinese soldier from one town 
to another. 

Arriving in Japan, pe stopped to 
have his hand doctored, and was lion- 
ized to a considerable extent by the 
natives. and shows himself in many 
photographs, taken with officials and 
men of high station. 

Stan is 30 years of age, but looks 
considerably older on account of his 
beard and the many hardships he was 
compelled to suffer in the accomplish- 
ment of his purpose. 

Not a little of his success is attrib- 
uted by the young Servian traveler 
to the fact that he speaks eight lan- 
guages.

TATE OFFICERS OVERRULE THE 
SUPREME COURT. 

The last Legislature enacted a statute 
providing that “all bonds heretofore voted 
or authorized by irrigation districts shall be 
legal investments for all trust funds and 
for the funds of all insurance companies, 


banks, banking institutions, trust companies’ 


and for the State school funds, and when- 
ever any money or funds may by law be 
invested In bonds of cities, cities and coun- 
ties, counties, school districts or municipali- 
ties in the State of California such money 
or funds may be invested in the said bonds 
of irrigation districts, and whenever such 
bonds of cities, cities and counties, counties, 
school districts or municipalities may by 
any law now or hereafter enacted be de- 
posited as security for any money or de- 
posits or for the performance of any act, 
bonds.of irrigation districts under the lim- 
itations in this act provided, may be [so] 
used or deposited.” ; 

The bonds of the South San Joaquin, Oak- 
dale; Modesto, Turlock and Alta districts 
meet the requirements of the law. Under 
the law bonds to the amount of $8,354,611 
have been issued, of which $4,421,711 have 
been sold, leaving $3,932,900 in the treas- 
uries. These bonds make avallable for in- 
tensive agriculture 428,939 acres of land oth- 
erwise arid. The bonds bear interest at 
from 5% to 5% per cent. and have been, 
unti] now, considered an ‘attractive invest- 
ment. 

And now comes Controller Nye and, con- 
stituting himself an auxiliary Supreme 
Court, decides that the law quoted is un- 


constitutional. He, with the Governor and 


the State Treasurer, refuses to accept irri- 
gation bonds as security for State moneys. 
The Superintendent of Banks refuses to per- 
mit savings banks to hold the bonds and he 
directed the Stockton Savings Bank and 
Savings and Loan Association to sell Mo- 
desto and Turlock bonds, which they have 
loaned for several years. 

The ground assigned by these ministerial 
Officers who refuse to comply with the law 
is that, in their opinion, the law is uncon- 
stitutional. They are ignorant or regard- 
less of the rule that every legal presump- 
tion is in favor of the constitutionality of a 
statute. The Supreme Court of California 
in the case of the University of California 
vs. Bernard, 57 Cal. 612, says: 
he rule of defining the duties of the 

judiciary in passing on the constitution- | 
ality of an act of the Legislature is well 
settled in this State; that such an act 
should not be declared unconstitutional 
and void, unless there be a clear repug- 
nance between the act and the Consti- 
tution; and where there is a reasonable 
doubt whether the act is repugnant to 
the Constitution, its constitutionality 
should be affirmed.” 

The court holds in the case of the People 
vs. Hayne, 83 Cal. 115, that 

“Every presumption is, as the case 
with all legislative enactments, in favor 
of the constitutionality of the _ provi- 
sions. It was enacted by a Senate and 

Assembly, every member of which was 

sworn to support the Constitution and 

it Is presumed to have passed his judg- 
ment to the effect that it is not in con- 
iet with that instrument. It was ap- 
proved by the Chief Executive, who 
was under like obligation and whose 
judgment is usually exercised with even 
more deliberation than can be had in 
the hurry and confusion often attending 
upon the actions of legislative bodies. 
The judgment of these two great depart- 
ments of the government is not to be 
lightly disregarded or turned aside.” 

The unconstitutionality of the act of the 
last Legislature, in the opinion of the very 
learned Controller and his coadjutors, is 
that the Constitution restricts the classes 
of bonds which may be received to “bonds 
of the United States, of this State or of any 
county, municipality or school district with- 
in this State.” Controller Nye says that HE 
“never heard it suggested by anyone that by 
“municipality” was meant anything else 
than an incorporated city or town.”

mental functions, either general or spe- 
cial; and, indeed, this must be taken as 
the definition of a public or municipal | 

corporation.” 

As constitutional lawyers, the quartette 
of anti-irrigation politiclans who have made 
the farmers of the San Joaquin Valley hot 
with indignation, illustrate the proverb that 
“a little learning“ —and in their case such 
a very little—‘“is a dangerous thing.” 

The Stockton Mail is unkind enough to 
suggest that banking interests in San Fran- 
cisco, which “are strongly opposed, for selfish 
reasons, to the loan of savings funds and 
State school funds upon the security of dis- 
trict irrigation bonds,” are behind the Gov- 
ernor, the State Controller, the State Treas- 
urer and the State Superintendent of Banks 
in defying the act of the Legislature and 
the decisions of the Supreme Court.

Pacific Fleet Plans Gorgeous 
Illumination Spectacle. 


Will Resemble in Brilliancy 
Great Nocturnal Carnival. 
Two Political Factions Will 
Try to Amalgamate.

LONG BEACH, Oct. 26.—An ex- 
ceptionally brilliant Illumination of the 
Catalina Channel is pranised as a 
spectacular feature of the coming vis- 
it of the Pacific war venaaia. Infor- 
mation has been received here that 
the fleet will be illumined from truck 
to water line on the evening of each 
day during its pragence nere. and as 
the vessels will be stretched in a line 
from the San Pedro breakwater to 
Long Beach, there will be six miles 
of electric lights, powerful search- 
lights and regulation marine lights 
making the channel bright as day.
